REQUESTED ACTION

Authorize the Department of Environmental Services to award a Local Source Water Protection grant to the Pennichuck
Water Works, Inc. (VC #155870 B0O1) in the amount of $20,000 to complete a project to protect a public drinking water
system, effective upon Governor and Council approval through May 31, 2020. 100% Drinking Water State Revolving
Fund Loan Management Fee Funds.

EXPLANATION

The Department of Environmental Services issued a request for proposals for 2019 Local Source Water Protection Grants.
These grants are funded by set-asides under the Drinking Water State Revolving Loan Fund. Twenty proposals were
received. The proposals were evaluated and ranked based on criteria included in the request for proposals, such as whether
the project fulfills a component of a source water protection program, that the proposed project addresses appropriate
threats, and that the project will deliver a valuable and useful product. Based on the available loan management fee
funding, the Department determined that it could offer grants to nine source protection planning projects and three source
security projects. See Attachment A for the full list of grants awarded and list of reviewers.

Pennichuck Water Works (PWW) will use New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) grant funds -
to advance the design of a stormwater best management practice (BMP) in the vicinity of the outlet from Stump Pond to
Stump Pond Brook in Amherst, NH. This BMP will be designed to treat stormwater for the removal of sediment and
nutrients, and provide protection to Pennichuck’s water sources in the event of a spill. Stump Pond Brook has consistently
been identified as having degraded water quality, and the design and installation of a stormwater BMP at this location was
identified in a 2002 report.

This agreement has been approved as to form, substance, and execution by the Office of the Attorney General. In the
event that the fee funds are no longer available, General funds will not be requested to support this program.

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2. SCOPE OF WORK. In exchange for grant funds provided by
the state of New Hampshire, acting through the agency identified in
block 1.1 (hereinafier referred 1o as “the State™), pursuant 1o RSA
21-Q, the Graniee identified in block 1.3 (hereinafler referred 1o as
“the Grantee”), shall perform that work identified and more
particularly described in the scope of work attached hereto as
EXHIBIT A (the scope of work being referred to as “the Project”™).
3. AREA COVERED. Except as otherwise specifically provided
for herein, the Grantee shall perform the Project in, and with respect
to, the state of New Hampshire.

4. EFFECTIVE DATE; COMPLETION OF PROJECT,

approval of this Agreement by the Governor and Council of the
State of New Hampshire whichever is later (hereinafter referred to
as “the Effective Date™).

4.2 Except as otherwise specifically provided for herein, the Project,
including all reports required by this Agreement, shall be completed
in ITS entirety prior to the date in block 1.6 (hereinafter referred to
as “the Completion Date™).

5. GRANT AMOUNT; LIMITATION ON AMOUNT;

v ]

5.1 The Grant Amount is identified and more particularly described
in EXHIBIT B, ettached hereto.

5.2 The manner of, and schedule of payment shall be as set forth in
EXHIBIT B.

5.3 In accordance with the provisiens set forth in EXHIBIT B, and
in consideration of the satisfectory performance of the Project, as
determined by the State, and as limited by subparagraph 5.5 of these
general provisions, the State shall pay the Grantee the Grant
Amount. The State shall withhold from the amount otherwise
payable 1o the Grantee under this subparagraph 5.3 those sums
required, or permitted, to be withheld pursuant 1o N.H. RSA 80:7
through 7-c.

5.4 The payment by the State of the Grant amount shall be the only,
and the complete, compensation to the Grantee for all expenses, of
whatever nature, incurred by the Grantee in the performance hereof,
and shall be the only, and the complete, compensation to the
Grantee for the Project. The State shall have no liabilities to the
Grantee other than the Grant Amount.

5.5 Notwithstanding anything in this Agreement to the contrary, and
notwithstanding unexpected circumstances, in no event shall the
total of all payments authorized, or actually made, hereunder exceed
the Grant limitation set forth in block 1.8 of these general
provisions.

MPLIANCE BY GRANTEE WITH LAWS AND
REGULATIONS, Inconnection with the performance of the
Project, the Grantee shall comply with all statutes, laws, regulations,
and orders of federal, state, county, or municipal authoritics which
shall impose any obligations or duty upon the Grantee, including the
acquisition of any and all necessary permits.

7. RECORDS AND ACCOUNTS.

7.1 Berween the Effective Date and the date seven (7) years after
the Completion Date the Grantee shall keep detailed accounts of all
expenses incurred in connection with the Project, including, but not
limited to, cosis of administration, transportation, insurance,
telephone calls, and clerical materials and services. Such accounts
shali be supported by receipts, invoices, bills and other similar
documents.

8.2 The Grantee shall not hire, and it shall not permit any
subcontractor, subgrantee, or other person, firm or corporation with
whom it is engaged in a combined effort to perform such Project, to
hire any person who has a contractual relationship with the State, or
who is a State ofTicer or employee, elected or appointed.
8.3 The Grant officer shall be the representative of the State
hereunder. In the event of any dispute hereunder, the interpretation
of this Agreement by the Grant Officer, and his/her decision on any
dispute, shall be final.

9.2 Between the Effective Date and the Completion Datc the
Grantee shall grant to the State, or any person designated by it,
unrestricted access o all data for examination, duplication,
pubticgtion, translation, sale, disposal, or for any other purpose
whatsoever.
9.3 No data sha!l be subject to copyright in the United States or any
other country by anyone other than the State.
9.4 On and after the Effective Date all data, and any property which
has been received from the Siate or purchased with funds provided
for that purpose under this Agreement, shell be the property of the
State, and shall be returned to the State upon demand or upon
termination of this Agreement for any reason, whichever shall first
oceur,
9.5 The State, and anyone it shall designate, shall have unrestricted
authority to publish, disclose, distribute and otherwise use, in whole
or in part, all data,
10. CONDITIONAL NATURE OF AGREEMENT,
Notwithstanding anything in this Agreement to the contrary, all
obligations of the State hereunder, including without limitation, the
continuance of payments hereunder, are contingent upon the
availability or conlinued appropriation of funds, and in no event
shall the State be liable for any payments hereunder in excess of
such available or appropriated funds. In the event of a reduction or
termination of those funds, the State shall have the right to withhold
payment until such funds become available, if ever, and shall have
the right te terminate this Agreement immediately upon giving the
Grantee notice of such termination.
11. EV s REMEDIE
11.1 Any one or more of the following acts or omissions of the
Grantee shell constitute an event of default hereunder (hereinafter
referred to as *Events of Default™):

of this Agreement.
11.2 Upon the occurrence of any Event of Default, the State may
1ake any one, or more, or all, of the following actions:
11.2.1 give the Grantee a writien notice specifying the Event of
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Default and requiring it to be remedied within, in the absence of a
greater or lesser specification of time, thirty (30) days from the date
of the notice; and if the Event of Default is not timely remedied,
tcrminate this Agreement, effective two (2) days afier giving the
Granlee notice of termination; and

11.2.2 give the Grantee a writien notice specifying the Event of
Default and suspending all payments to be made under this
Agreement and ordering that the portion of the Grant Amount
which would otherwise accrue to the grantee during the period from
the date of such notice until such time as the State determines that
the Grantee has cured the Event of Default shall never be paid to the
Grantee; and

11.2.3 set ofT against any other obligation the State may owe to the
Graniee any damages the State suffers by reason of any Event of
Default; and

11.2.4 treat the agreement as breached and pursue any of its
remedies at law or in equity, or both,

12. TERMINATION,

12.1 In the event of any early termination of this Agreement for any
reason other than the completion of the Project, the Grantee shall
deliver to the Grant OfTicer, not later than fifteen (15) days afler the
date of termination, a report (hereinafier referred to as the
“Termination Report”) describing in detait all Project Werk
performed, and the Grant Amount eamed, to and including the date
of termination.

12.2 [n the event of Termination under paragraphs 10 or 12,4 of
these general provisions, the approval of such a Termination Repont
by the State shall entitle the Grantee to receive that portion of the
Grant amount eamned to and including the date of termination.

12.3 In the event of Termination under paragraphs 10 or 12.4 of
these general provisions, the approval of such a Termination Repont
by the State shall in no event relieve the Grantee from any and all
liability for damages sustained or incurred by the State as a result of
the Grantee's breach of its obligations hereunder.

12.4 Notwithsianding anything in this Agreement to the contrary,
cither the State or except where notice default has been given to the
Grantee hereunder, the Grantee, may terminate this Agreement
without cause upon thirty (30) days written notice.

13. CONFLICT QF INTEREST. No officer, member or
employee of the Grantee and no representalive, officer of employee
of the State of New Hampshire or of the governing body of the
locality or localitics in which the Project is to be performed, who
exercises any functions or responsibilities in the review or approval
of the undertaking or carrying out of such Project, shall participate
in any decision relating to this Agreement which affects his or her
personal interests or the interest of any corporation, parmership, or
association in which he or she is directly or indirectly interested, nor
shall he or she have any personal or pecuniary interest, direct or
indirect, in this Agreement or the proceeds thereof.

14, GRANTEE'S RELATION TQ THE STATE, In the
performance of this Agreement, the Grantee, its employees, and any
subcontractor or subgrantee of the Grantee are in all respects
independent contractors, and are neither apents nor employees of
the State. Neither the Grantee nor any of its officers, employees,
agents, members, subcontrectors or subgrantees, shall have
authority (0 bind the State nor are they entitled to any of the
benefits, worker's compensation or emoluments provided by the
State to its employees.

15. ASSIGNMENT AND SUBCONTRACTS: The Granice shall
not assign, or otherwise transfer any interest in this Agreement
without the prior written consent of the State. None of the Project
Work shall be subcontracted or subgranteed by the Grantee other
than as set forth in Exhibit A without the prior written consent of
the State.

16, INDEMNIFICATION, The Grantee shall defend, indemnify
and held harmless the State, its officers and employees, from and
against any and all losses suffered by the State, its officers and
employees, and eny and all claims, liabilities or penaltics asserted
against the State, its officers and employees, by or on behalf of any

which may be claimed to arise out of) the acts or omissions of the
Grantee of Subcontractor, or subgrantee or other agent of the
Grantee. Notwithstanding the foregoing, nothing herein contained
shall be deemed to constitute a waiver of the sovereign immunity of
the State, which immunity is hereby reserved 10 the State. This
covenani shall survive the termination of this agreement.

17, INSURANCE AND BOND,

EXHIBIT A
SCOPE OF WORK

Pennichuck Water Works:

Pennichuck Water Works (PWW) will use New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services
(NHDES) grant funds to advance a pre-conceptual design for a stormwater best management practice
(BMP), located at Stump Pond in Ambherst, to a 50 percent design level and to receive guidance. and
information on implementing the design. Grant funds will also be used to evaluate the feasibility of
treating water released from Stump Pond via an existing structure consisting of a dam spillway and low-
level outlet. Specifically, the following tasks, as described in the application submitted to NHDES, will be
accomplished:

Task 1. Assess the proposed stormwater BMP site and map relevant features.

Perform a detailed site assessment of the area around the Stump Pond outlet control structure. This shall
include the following:

1.1. Collecting localized topographic data to establish the limits of impervious surface contributing
untreated storm water from Craftsman Lane to Stump Pond Brook.

1.2 Collecting spot elevations of features such as the Stump Pond dam spillway, the outlet structure,
centerline and edges of Craftsman Lane, and of any stormwater features along Craftsman Lane.

1.3 Evaluating site constraints such as utilities, depth to groundwater, and rights of way.
All relevant project information collected as a part of this task shall be incorporated into a base map of the
site and provided to NHDES for review and comment.

Deliverables: A site map displaying the above listed information.
Task 2. Advance the Craftsman Lane stormwater BMP design.

Prepare an engineering design plan for a stormwater BMP design for Craftsman Lane. This shall consist
of a scale plan view detailing existing site conditions, and the proposed BMP design complete with the
information gathered in Task 1. The design work will be approximately 50 percent of a complete
engineering design to be used in constructing the practice. The level of permitting required, as well as a
cost estimation shall be determined as a part of this task.

Deliverables: A design plan (50 percent) of the proposed BMP structure at Craftsman Lane along with a
synopsis of the level of permitting anticipated to be required as well as a cost estimate.

Task 3. Stump Pond Brook stormwater BMP assessment.

Assess existing conditions (topography, available space, permitting requirements, feasible stormwater
treatment designs) of Stump Pond Brook downstream of the dam on a PWW-owned parcel known as 11
Craftsman Lane (Map 2A, Lot 8) to determine the feasibility of treating water released from Stump Pond
via the dam outlet structure. The findings from this assessment shall be reported in the final report

identified in Task 4. Preliminary findings shall be shared with NHDES before the completion of the final
report.

Deliverables: A detailed description of existing conditions, and feasible treatment designs for Stump
Pond Brook at the 11 Craftsman Lane property.

Task 4. Final Project Report.

Present the results and findings of the above three tasks in a final project report. The report shall include
the design plan for the Craftsman Lane stormwater BMP, along with cost estimates, anticipated
permitting requirements, and recommendations for the BMP design. The final report shall also include the
finalized BMP assessment outlined in Task 3 and its associated cost estimates and permit requirements,
along with any other recommendations or applicable follow-up actions related to both the design and the
BMP assessment. The final report shall be shared with the Town of Amherst, City of Nashua, and
NHDES.

Deliverables: A finalized report including 50 percent design plans for the Craftsman Lane Stormwater
BMP, a BMP assessment of Stump Pond Brook at 11 Craftsman Lane, and associated cost estimates,
permitting requirements, and other associated recommendations.

Quarterly progress report forms must be completed by grant recipients or their subcontractor
and submitted to NHDES every three months, beginning with the first full three {3) month quarter
after grant approval from Governor & Council.

EXHIBIT B
BUDGET & PAYMENT METHOD

All services shall be performed to the satisfaction of the Department of Environmental Services before
payment is made. All payments shall be made upon receipt and approval of stated outputs and upon
receipt of the associated invoice. If the invoice is less than the initial estimate, only the amount on the
invoice will be paid. Payments shall be made in accordance with the following schedule, based upon
completion of specific tasks:

SPECIAL PROVISIONS

Subparagraph 1.7 of the General Provisions shall not apply to this Agreement. The comprehensive public
liability insurance against all claims of bodily injuries, death, or property damage under Subparagraph
17.1.2 of the General Provisions shall be reduced from $2,000,000 to $1,000,000 for bodily injury or
death in any one incident. A reduction from the State’s standard liability coverage is warranted in light of
the minimal risk associated with the activities required under this contract.

Changes to the Scope of Work or reallocation of grant funds require NHDES approval in advance.
Work must be completed by the completion date listed on the grant agreement (section 1.6). Requests for
payment along with required proof of work must be submitted no later than 90 days after the completion

date or the grant will be closed out and funds will no longer be available.

If a deadline extension is requested, the grantee must make that request for approval at least two months
before the completion date. Failure to do so may result in lower rankings of future grant applications.
